COMPLETE SPECIFICATION. 

Improvements In Shields for Froteotin^ Coma, Bnnions, or 
Vaccination Spots. 

I, WiLLUM Hugh ALSLksom of 57 New bond Street, London W. in the Coantr 
ef Middlnex, Chiropodist, do herebj declare the nature of thii invention and in what 
manner the wme it to be performed, to be particularly deieribed and ascertained in 
and by the following statement : 

The inTcntion relates to an appUanee for the i»otection of corns, bnnions and k 
vaccination spots, which whilst protecting the com from anj outside agency snch as 
the pressnre of the boot, will prevent the formation of motmds arennd the oom or 
banion, and at the same time accommodate itself to the movement of the foot whilst 
walking, and which may be particnlarly described as an easy walking com or bonion 
shield. 

I am aware that other inventions similarly entitled have been naed bnt these have 
simply been a shield of a rannd or sqnare form with a bole in the centre for the 
insertion of the com or bonion, bnt have made no provision for the movement of the 
mnsdes of the foot immediately below the com or to prevent the formation of a 
mound round the com. 

My invention ooniists in the insertion into snch shields of a number of slits 
radiatics from the centre bole, aod ending in small perforations near the edn of the 
shield, thus giving to the perforated shield an elasticity of motion that will at one 
and the same time give protection to the oom or bnnion from outside nressnre 
prevent the formation of a mound round the com, and aflow of th& frM nmmiinMif ^

In the accompanying sheet of drawings, Figures 1 and 2 represent in top view and 

etion a circular bunion shield, with 8 of the aforesaid slits a radiating from a centre 
nole b and ending in the same number of perforations c, Figure 3 representinff a 
similar shield of smaller size with 6 slits, and Figure 4 an oetagmial shiddL Fiean 5 <*r 
represents an oblong com shield, with 4 of the aforesaid dits ndiatinff ftm the 
centre hole and ending in the same number of perforations. Flsore 6 an oval ahiald 
with 8 slits. . 

In respect of the material of which the shields are made, I do not confine mvself to 
the use of any specific material, but preferably any soft pliable kind of leather, such w 
as chamois skin, or wash leather, of o thickness sufficient to prevent the too of the 
oom or bunion being injured by the pressnre of the boot, may be used, and it wiU b« 
attached to the skin of the foot, by an adhesive surbce of a nmmy n^ira. nSoMb 
to cause it to adhere firmly to the foot, and hold it in Mritioniouid theeom « 
bnnion, whilst not destroying the pliabiUty given to it by the ndiatinc slite and •< 
perforations, which constitnte the besis of my invention. • ««• •mi 35 

In size the dreular bnnion shields will be varied according to the position thev are 
required to occupy on the foot, and will have a mazimnm <Oameter of aboot two and 
a quari»r inches and a minimum diameter of not less than half an inch and the 
radiating sKts will be correspondingly longer or shorter according to the size of the 40 
shield. 



The oblong com shields will likewise be varied in size, and will have a 1 

of about two and a quarter inches long by one inch wide, whilst tiie minimum 
be not less tban one inch long by half inch wide, the slits in this ease mdiatinff from 
the centre hole preferably to the four comers of the shield, bnng oomsnondinslT ^> 
longer or shorter according to the size of the shield. ^'.^9 

Oval shields wiU have about the same proportions as obbng shields, 
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Improveaunis iu Shidda for ProUeting Cornt, BunioiUy or VateiMtdm SpaU.

2. In a shield or protector for ooms, banions and vaccination spots, made preferably 
I Q of toft leather and having an adhesive sorEue for attachment to the skin, the 

arrangement of radiating iliU starting from ■ hole in the oentre, and mding near the 
circnmferene e ot the shield in perftnations. snhatantially aa ASSai^tmA mnA ^lwgaas> 
by the dnwint;t. 

S. The improved manofaetnn of eirenlar, polygonid, oblong or oval shields or 
15. protectors for ooms, bnnions and vaoeination sp^ snbstantUllT as hereinbefwe 
described and illnstrated by the drawings.
